The North Koreans and 
Chinese Communists conducted standard tours of bombed areas in P'ydongyang and 
provided the usual propaganda pictures of women and children killed by UN air 
raids. 


The Sop'o conference was called under USSR instruction to prepare propaganda 
material for Communist-sponsored peace conventions in several countries in 
the summer of 1952.
